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MUSICAL GOSSIP. 



La Presse Musitale gives strong accounts of 
Carlotta Patti's immense concert success in 
Nantes, Tours, Amiens, Bordeaux, &c, &c, 
putting the receipts at very high figures, with 
large extracts from local journals to verify her 
magniloquent praises. 

Ullinan has engaged for his Italian concert 
tonr, Mile. Krebs, the very celebrated pianist, 
and the harpist Aptommas. 

Joachim's performancesat Piisdeloup's concerts, 
in " l'Atheneo " and " le Cirque," seem to havo 
excited Parisian critics to an unparalleled enthu- 
siasm. After playing before the Philharmonic 
Society of Bordeaux, he returned to Hanover, 
where he remains until Chappell requires him 
at his Monday Popular Concerts in London. 

Sivori, after touring Switzerland in concert, 
goes to Vienna. Charles Leonard quits Brussels 
for Paris, following the course of- professional 
trade which invariably seeks the largest market. 

D'Ortigues, the eminent musical critic of the 
Journal des Debals, Dufrene who introduced 
cornets a piston and kindred instruments to 
Parisian favor, and Servais, the famous Belgian 
violoncellist, have recently deceased, and La 
Presse has eulogiums upon each. 

Liobig's orchestra at Berlin fades out for lack 
ot cash receipts, but " L'Africaine " consoles that 
city for all such losses. 

Warsaw has been glorifying over its new 
opera company and found Rossini's " Mose " very- 
palatable, with Giovanonni, Corsi and Rota as 
principals. Corsi is highly laudfid_.as.principal 
tenor.and the duet with Rota — baritone — excited 
immense applause. Mme. Vanzani's " Lucia " 
pleased that public very much, and Corsi with 
Zacchi shared in her brilliant success. For a 
wonder they had also quite a competent basso 
in that opera, named Bossi, who made the holy 
father what Donizetti intended he should be. 
In Gounod's "Faust" a complete triumph 
awaited Mme. Vanzini as Marguerita. Her 
position would therefore seem to be firmly estab- 
lished in a first class opera. 

Very elaborate criticisms are given by Parisian 
journals upon " Mignon " and La Diva Patti's 
essay upon Gilda— "Rigoletto." That new opera 
oy Ambroise Thomas would appear from these 
dissecting articles to be very like his preceding 
work in many essential features, and Patti is 
allowed by all to have conquered a new role 
entirely. 

Sims Reeves did really appear in Halle's 
fourth concert at Manchester's Free Trade 
Hall, inmost excellent time, so that his decla- 
mation,;^^ pathos iu"Watch^a^M^^^^^ 
night soon pass ? " marked an epoch in the Lon- 
don Musical World correspondent's mind. He 
did not sing at the London " Sacred Harmonic " 
for some unexplained reason, but Lyall was 
obliged to sing for him, as well as he could, at 
short notice. 

From Leipsic comes these interesting briefs 
upon musical affairs :— Horr Rontgen will not 
accept the offer lately made him from St. Peters- 
burgh, but continue here as usual. Riedel's 
Association performed Beethoven's grand ''Missa 
Solemnis '' on the 28d November. At the third 
Euterpe Concert, the programme comprised the 
Overture to " Pie . Vestalin," Spontini ; Violin 
jppaeerto, Mendelssohn ; Two Songs for mixed 



Chorus " Sudover Nord " and " Das Schifflein," 
R. Schuman ; B flat minor Etude, Paganani ; 
and "Anacreon oder Amor auf der Flucht," 
Cherubini. The violin part was confided to 
Herr Auer from Hamburgh, while the solos in 
Cherubini's works were sung by Mile. Blaczek 
and Herr-Rebling. The fifth Gewandhaus Con- 
cert afforded the public an opportunity of hear- 
ing Lachner's Second Suite (E minor) ;■ Overture 
to " Iphigenia in Aulis, Gluck ; Pianoforto Pieces 
(Herr Reinecke); Beethoven's Concerto, No. i 
(C major) ; and Solo Pieces by Ramenu, Con- 
peri n, and SKirnberger. Madame Rudersdorff 
sang RVnae ? ggeV's' , "SaWme j ! ©''God!!' a Sceha 
and Aria by Mozart ; and the Aria; " O holder 
Schlaf," from Handel's Semele. Herr Gustav 
Schmidt, the composer of the operas " Prinz 
Eugen".and "La Reole," celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of his conductorship on the 2d inst. 

Gossip from Vienna gives these particulars on 
music :— The " Festliedertafel," or Grand Extra 
Performance, as it may be termed, of the Assop 
ciation for Male Voices, attracted a most numer- 
ous and fashionable audience, a short time since, 
to the Sophien Saal. The whole affair was 
under the direction of Herr Welnwurm, and 
went off with great iclat. The Schiller Associa- 
tion, also, have given their annual performance, 
at which Herr Carl Haslinger's grand Cantata, 
" Die Glocke," was performed. It had already 
beeri executed once before in Vienna and met 
with a favorable reception. It is, however, 
rather a long-winded affair. 

Frankfort reports these musical deeds: — At 
the third Museum Concert, the band performed : 
C major Symphony, Hay,d» ^ Entr'actsio. " Rosa- 
munde, Franz Schubert ; and Overture to " Abu 
Hassan" Cherubini. Mad. Clara Schumann 
played Schumann's A minor Concerto together 
with smaller pianoforte pieces ; and Herr Hett 
sang songs by Schubert and Schumann. 

" L'Africaine" took Leimberg so completely at 
its first performance that every seat was in- 
stantly sold for tho following three. That ope- 
ra conquers all publics. 

At Wiesbaden, the Intendant of the Theatre 
Royal has announced six Subscription Concerts, 
at which in contra-distinction to the frivolous 
virtuosity forming thestaple attraction at the con- 
certs got up by the directors of the Kurliaus, class- 
ical works alone will constitute the programme. 
Herr Jalin has been selected as conductor, and 
the following works will be played at the first 
concert: Part first. "Passacaglia," J.S. Bach 
(sewed by H. Esser); Recitative and Aria from 
" Rinaldo," Handel (scored by Meyerbeer); Over- 
ture to " Ali Baba," Cherubini ; Serenade for 
five Female Voices, F Schubert ; Prelude to 
" Die Meistersingef von 'Nur#b > erg; , "''R.^Wa■g^ffer , .' , 
Part second. Sinfonie in G major (6), J. Haydn. 

At Basle — in the third Trio Soiree of Herren 
Hans von Billow, Abel, and Kahnt, among the 
pieces performed were Beethoven's Sonata, Op. 
102, No 1 ; Raff's Trio, Op. 112 ; and Kiel's E 
flat major Trio, Op. 24. 

The members of the Royal College of Music at 
Naples have addressed the Italian Government 
begging the latter 'to give them the original 
score, of the "Stabat Mater" of Pergolese. who 
was a Neapolitan. This celebrated work was 
one of his last, and he received about 100 francs 
for it. A part of the money went to defray the 
•expenses of his burial, for the poor artist died 



shortly afterwards. At present the MS. is in 
the possession of the Benedictine Monks of 
Monte Cassino,' whose order has been dissolved. 
Mme. Sinico appears to be gaining laurels 
rapidly in England. At Halle's fifth concert 
she was the vocal soloist, and her extraordinary 
talents received hearty recognition. At the 
eleventh subscription concert of the Liverpool 
Philharmonic she competed successfully with 
Santley for popular appreciation. Her appear- 
ance is, pronounced "charming." 

At the Monday Popular on D cemberSd, there 
was a brilliant show of talent ; Wilhelmj, Bla- 
grove, Piatti, Halle and' Sautl^v appealed there 
with Benedictas conducter. 

Offenbach is reported as witnessing the perfor- 
mance of his "La Belle Helene" in a London The- 
atre and being so delighted as to writo a very 
flattering letter to Miss Fiertado who personated 
Helen, in which he expressed his delight and 
real astonishment with her piquant acting and 
exquisite singing. 

G. W. Cuzens obtained the coveted distinction 
of conducting the London Philharmonic Con- 
certs by appointment, which is announced in 
the Musical World of December. 1st. He suc- 
ceeds Professor Sterndale Bennett, who presided 
over that Society's performances during eleven 
seasons past, and now presides over the Royal 
Academy of Music. 

Wilhelmj would appear from recent London 
criticisms, to have supplanted Joachim in that 
city's estimation. The uniform tenor of their com- 
ments upon this young violinist's performance 
may be inferred from the following, which ap- 
pearii'd a 5rt h leading -'journal ' there : " Extraordi'- •' 
nary interest was excited for the Monday Popn- '.' 
lar Concert in which Wilhelmj made his debut, 
but he made no display of his marvellous powers 
like that performance of Paganini's concerto 
which created such unbounded enthusiasm and 
credit for masterly playing and brought that 
eccentric player so vividly to every one present 
who heard the author perform his own work. 
His chief performance at this Popular Concert 
was in Mendelssohn's Ottel in E flat, where he 
played the leading part as exquisitely as even U 
has been played by any one, but with no at- 
tempt to assume undue predominenceortoshine 
at the expense of his fellow performers— L. 
Reiss, Wiener, Watson, II. Blagrove, Honn, 
Paque, and Piatti. Such music, so executed, 
was a thing to be remembered for a life time. 
That ottel was composed by Mendelssohn when 
but fifteen and is an effort of youthful genius 
unparalleled in artistic annals. It shows a 
grandeur of conception, symmetry of form, an 
exquisite finish and beauty in all its details 
' whfclT woul'd^iav^giv^^^ 
great works, even had it been composed iiv the 
plenitude of his matured . powers, Wilhelmj 
made' himself more prominent in Beethoven's 
romance in F for violin solo, with Benedict's 
admirable pianoforte accompaniment and be- 
side, played with Halle and Piatti, Mende'ssohn's 
beautiful trio in C minor for violin, piano and 
'cello. By these performances this young artist 
made good his claim to a very first rank among 
living violinists. In respeet to tone, execution, 
taste and expression, he is a consnmate master 
of the violin, and it would require very nice 
criticism to specify the shadow of a fault in his 
playing." 
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The new association for chamber concert per- 
formance at Hanover Square Rooms, had equal 
(success in their second with their first show in 
classical music, critical report upon it being that 
a crowd of dilettanti were gratified with excel- 
s lent performance of excellent music. Especial 
praise is given to a son and daughter of Howell, 
the celebrated double buss player, for their per- 
formance of Mendelssohn's Sonata in B flat on 
pianoforte and violoncello. 

A musical lectureship has been endowed in 
Anderson's College, Glasgow, by Mr. Ewing its 
president, and' iectures are given twice a, weelc 
to' some two'liundred'studentsby Rev.' 'John 
Curwen, who invented the famous tonic-sol-fa 
system of notation. He discourses upon and 
clearly analyzes harmony in all its ramifications, 
and students are schooled in that very abstruse 
science to a very profound point of attainment. 

Cleveland is determined to have an Opera 
House shall be an ornament for that flourishing 
eity as Dayton has one and Cleveland surpasses 
Dayton in all other respects. - 

This opera house will be called "Brainard" 
and have a seating capacity for 1800 persons. 
The association to build it lias a chartered capi- 
tal of $200,000, but half that sum is estimated 
sufficient for its completion. 

Max Strakosch's Opera Company begin a sea- 
son at Chicago on the 24th inst. Reports vary 
as to their finanical success hitherto, this season. 

The contemplated German Opera in this city 
yet remains a matter of speculation.
